Tlie  first  church  music  printed  in  NfW 
England  ta  said  to  have  beef)  printed  in 
IfibU,  which  in  Ifitffi  was  followed  by  a 
collection  of  thirteen  tunes  This  i»  the 
earliest  collection  that  has  been  preserved. 
The  firat  organ  in  the  country  built  io 
Kitigi  Chapel,  in  17I&,  and  was  n  very 
simple,  u  a  pretentious  instrument,  though 
at  that  time  supposed  to  be  the  next  tiling 
to  a  brass  band.  It  was  allowed  to  remain 
loosed  up  some  six  or  seven  months,  but 
when  erected  created  a  great  sensation.  It 
it  said  that  a  good  sister  classed  it  as  11  A 
pretty  box  of  whistles,  but  an  awful  way 
to  spend  the  Sabbath.” 

The  practice  of  lining,  or  a*  it  was  then 
termed  deacon iog  "  out  the  hymns  was 
discontinued  about  the  time  of  the  Revo 
Intlon.  Un  one  occasion  a  sturdy  deacon, 
who  did  not  propose  to  be  bluffed,  ctmtimj 
*-d  to  line  while  the  choir  sang.  Hf  was 
compel  led  to  dealit.  however,  and  tell  the 
sanctuary  in  tears,  for  which  a^t  he.  wa* 
afterwartl*  severely  cmanred  by  his  church 
A  shrewder  brother  turned  the  laugh  on 
the  choir  once  by  waiting  until  they  had 
finished;  then,  lining  the  liyura,  lie  said, 
“The  world  *  people  have  sung,  now  let 
the  Lord's  people  ting."  The  organ  wa* 
preceded  by  the  baa*  viol  and  otbor 
imaged  instruments,  which  were  them 
selves  preceded  by  the  tuning  fork  *till 
used  in  many  country  churehra.  The 
tuning  fork  supplanted  the  useful  hut 
rather  shrill  pitch  pipe.
